REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a bioanode comprising an electron conductor; at least one enzyme capable of

reacting with an oxidized form of an electron mediator and a fuel fluid to produce an 
oxidized form of the fuel fluid and a reduced form of the mediator, the reduced form of 
mediator being capable of releasing electrons to the electron conductor; and an enzyme 
immobilization material comprising the mediator, the enzyme immobilization material 
immobilizing and stabilizing the enzyme, the material being permeable to the fuel, the 
stabilized enzyme retaining at least about 75% of its initial catalytic activity for at least 
about 30 days; wherein the enzyme is entrapped within the enzyme immobilization 
material. 

The prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a bioanode comprising an enzyme immobilization material which stabilizes the 
enzyme, wherein the stabilized enzyme retains at least about 75% of its initial catalytic 
activity for at least about 30 days.
